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Tech Talk 
DIY test Equipment 


With the autumn weather upon us and winter just 
around the corner, many of us will be spending 
more time indoors in the radio shack or at the 
workbench. A small and inexpensive project you 
may want to consider is something | stumbled 
upon in a YouTube video. 


This project is based on a versatile component 
tester which you can buy on Ebay for about $20. 
http://www.ebay.com/bhp/component-tester 


This barebones circuit board lets you determine 
the essential characteristics of resistors, many 
types of transistors, diodes, thyristors, indictors 
and capacitors. For a small battery operated 
circuit board it does a lot in a small space. 


The board by itself doesn’t look too attractive. It 
will work OK sitting on the bench, provided that 
you don’t short the circuit traces. But what if you 
wanted to bring it to the club to show it off, or 
use it at an outside event? 


Well, you'll need a nice case to house the board 
and battery. A great way to complete this project 
is described in the video by NearFarMedia. 
https://www.youtube.com/watch?v=lgJ4Z_qLLdU 


The instructions show you how to fit the parts 
into an inexpensive plastic case and make an 
attractive label for the front. No more ugly dymo 
labels for your test gear! 


The ideas offered here can be used with all sorts 
of projects you might have, so give the video a 
look.

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October 2016 Meeting Notes (1) 


FLARC Business Meeting 7 October 2016 
President Karl W2KBF called the meeting to order 
at 7:35 p.m. 


The members rose and recited the Pledge of 
Allegiance. 


Secretary Randy WU2S called the roll of officers 
and trustees. Vice President Judith KC2LTM and 
trustees Skip KD2BRV and Steve WA2BYX were 
absent. The other officers and trustee Dave 
N&8MAR were present constituting a quorum to 
conduct club business. 


President Karl W2KBF asked if there were any 
visitors present and there were none. He asked if 
there were any new callsigns or upgrades and 
Secretary Randy WU2S said that Kevin had 
upgraded and has a new call sign K2KCC (ex 
KC2PGZ). 


Post meeting note: Chris has the new call W2TU 
(ex KB2NLA). 


Secretary Randy WU2S announced that the 
minutes from the September meeting were 
emailed to all members and that they had also 
been published in the latest edition of the club’s 
newsletter, The Resonator. Gene WO2W moved to 
accept the minutes as published and Tony N2SIQ 
seconded the motion. The motion passed by 
acclamation. 


Treasurer Don N2PRT read his report on the 
current state of the club’s treasury. 


Secretary Randy WU2S reported for the Tech 
Committee that there were some issues reported 
with the antenna tuner in the radio at operating 
position #4. He read a response to the reported 
problems from Paul W2IP, head of the Technical 
Committee. Paul wrote that “For the most part the 
beam should not require the tuner in the phone 
portion of each band. Emphasis on not using the 
tuner continuously needs to be stressed to the 
membership. The tuner should only be used to 
"touch up" what the transceiver sees as an 
imnedance mismatch.”

Paul also noted that there may be problems with the 
patch cable and that he will be testing the entire 
system shortly. Paul reminded all members “Just for 
future reference, if any problem is suspected with the 
safe operation of the equipment, operation must 
cease immediately until the problem is identified and 
remedied as not to cause damage to the equipment 
or cause potential harmful interference to other 
equipment or stations.” 


President Karl W2KBF asked if there were any changes 
to the mesh network. Secretary Randy WU2S 
responded that he was working on installing another 
network switch and configuring another switch for 
W2KBF so that Karl could provide a gateway to the 
Internet. The new switch at the club will be used to 
connect the Echolink computer and restore Echolink 
access. Randy said he expected the work to be 
completed at the end of the month. 


Regarding other technical matters, Tom N2ST asked if 
the club could purchase two short USB cable 
extenders for about $10. These are needed at the 
N1iMM logging computers. Bennett KO2OK said that 
he may have some of these cables at home and would 
provide them if they are the right type. 


President Karl W2KBF commented on the History

Ed noted that a lot of progress has been made on 
social media and invited Dave N8MAR to report on 
his activities.

Moving on to new business, President Karl W2KBF 
noted that on Saturday October 8, BARA would hold 
its hamfest in Washington Township.

(Note: Section 3.1 currently states that the 
Monthly Business Meeting starts promptly at 8 
PM.) 

The Council agreed to the proposal and 
recommends that it be presented to the members 
for their vote at the December business meeting. 


Amendment #2: Section 3.2 is amended to permit 
the Council to vote by e-mail. 


(Note: Section 3.2 currently requires meetings 
either in person or by telephone or other “real- 
time interactive communication”.) 

The Council agreed to the proposal and 
recommends that it be presented to the members 
for their vote at the December business meeting. 


Amendment #3: Section 7.2.1 is amended to extend 
the membership period for new members paying 
dues for the first time on or after October 1 of a 
calendar year to include all of the following year. 


(Note: Section 7.2.1 currently states that dues for 
introductory membership cannot be pro-rated. This 
actually may discourage people from joining the club 
late in the year, because if they pay now, they have 
to pay again in December/January. Last year we 
voted to extend Introductory Membership in this 
way, but now we are proposing to incorporate this 
into the By-Laws with this amendment).

The Council agreed to the proposal and recommends 
that it be presented to the members for their vote at 
the December business meeting.
